SHIPMENT. OF 2 2,000 TAELS TO

LOCAL CHINESE CHARGED 


Revenue Officer Grimmitt this 
morning preferred a serious charge 
against a Chinese named Lam Kau, 
of unlawfully exporting opium from 
the Colony. :

The Magistrate pointed out that 
the prosecution must prove that 
the bale containing the opium was 
the same ‘one- shipped by the ac- 
cused from Hong Kong; and 
shipment by the accused must also 
be proved. 

Mr. Grimmitt said that he under- 
stood that, and by next week would 
be able to tell his Worship whether 
or not the Government would go.on 
with the ‘case. 

Liable to $250,000 Fine! 

Mr. d’Almada suggested that the 
Magistrate should fix a definite date 
for hearing, say, terdays from now. 
He did not want his client to have 
such a charge above -his. head. for 
an indefinite period. 

The Magistrate said that Manila 


was a long way off, so he would give |’ 


the prosecution reasonable time. 
He would give a-week’s remand awd 
if by that time the witness had riot 
yet arrived from Manila, he would 
jtake evidence available in Hong 
Kong ‘and then give another re- 
mand.

plant, the reduced cost of instaliing 
electrical drives as compared with a 
steam drive, and the promise of low 
maintenance on the equipment have 
exericd’ a very strong influence. 
Also, the fact that the electrical 
motor and Lhe driven machine in an 
electrified mill can be located 
wherever it is nmiost convenient from 
the process standpoint has had an 
influence because it permits a more 
ecunomie arrangement of the machin- 
sry in the plant. From the stand- 
point of an existing. steam driven 
plant, perhaps the foremost factor, 
in addition to reduction in power 
costs, influencing . a .change-over to 
electric drive is the urge to elimin- 
ate the belting and shafting together 
with their ‘necessary - maintenance. 
Also, electrical power can be trans- 
mitted easily to remote parts of the 
plant, such as to the quarry and the 
pumping stations. ‘ 

But before the electrical equipment 
can be operated successfully in 3 
brick making plant, it must be de- 
signed to meet the peculiarities of 
that service. In a brick plant the 
electrical equipment must function 
in an atmosphere. filled with dust 
particles, so that all equipment 
should be provided with __adequate 
dust protective features. To assure 
long satisfactery bearing’ service, it 
is ne ary cither to place the 
motors in dust-tight enclosures, or to 
pruvide the motors with. sealed bear- 


(ings. 


The hearings of standard Westing- 


house motors are of the sealed sleeve | 


type. The lubrication oil in these 
bearings is sealed in and the dust 
and dirt are sealed out. 

Modern Plant 


In the modem brick plant,. after 
the clay is delivered from the pit to 
storage bins, the handling of it is 
done by motor. driven 
Depending upon the quality of clay 
used, it is first conveyed to crushers 
then to sereens and then to dry pans 
efore it is ready for the mill. pel 
a soft or fragile grade of cla; 
available, usually it_is earrted direc 
ly from the clay storage lo the dry 
pans to be pulverised. 

Yhe crushers, screens and con- 
veyors used in the preparation of the 

are driven by linestart squirrel 
motors with sealed sleeve bear- 

.- Throughout the entire process 

of preparing the clay for the pug 
mil it is hondled dry and as a re- 
sult there is an exceptionally large 
amount, of dust, which makes it al- 
most necessary that motors equippel 
with sealed sleeve bearings be used 
tu prevent bearing trouble. Until re- 
cently the squirrel cage type of 
motor has een used to drive thy 
rolls in the dry pans, but now syn- 
chronous motors are used for this 
service. . 

The prepard clay from the dry 
pans is lifted by a motor driven con- 
veygr to a storage bin above th: 
pug mill. From this bin it is allew- 
ed to fall by gravity through a trap 
deor in a enute into the pug mill 
below. In this mill the clay is mix- 
ed with water and Imeaded into a 
sof:, homogeneous miass. The service 
is severe, especially if the motor is 
started after the clay and water has 
been placed in the mill. For this 
yeason linestart’ motors with a high 
starting torque are applied for this 
service. These motors operate with 
almost. double the amount of torque 
at starting as the standard squirrel 
cage motor and their use assures 
that no difficulty will be experienced 
with the elestrical drive of the mill. 

From the pug mill the mass of 
soft clay is discharged inte. an auger 
—the machine that’ performs the 
first brick shaping operation. In this 
machine tue clay is compressed and 
foreed through a rectangular. opening 
at the discharge end of the machine 
.in the forma of a long column of clay 
with a cross section area that is the 
same size as the bricks being made 
by the mill. The -load. requirement 
of the auger drive is. comparatively 
severe ‘especially’ when started with 
clay in the machine and it requires 
a linestart motor to drive: it to, as- 
sure . satisfactory operation. . The 
Jong ‘columm’ of. clay as -it comes 
from. the ‘auger is carried away on 
a moving table. .and ent in lengths 
equal to. the'size of the brisks. being 
made. - These pieces- of clay that now 
are the ‘shape of the bricks are. lift- 
ed from the conveyor. to -small cars.

CHINA’S DEBTS 
SOME OUTSTANDING CREDITS 
OF JAPAN 


THE BANK LOAN 

Mr. Taro Kimimoriy Japan’s finan- 
commissioner in China, who has 
ntly come home, has submitted a 
fort concerning “Japari’s outstand- 
‘ing credits in China. His mission in 
China is said to be almost exclusive- 
Jy connected —with the rendjustment 
of Jupan'’s old eredits to that. coun- 
try. |. B : 
~ Japan has ‘got. $100,000 silver of 
interest from its Joan te the Nanjin 
Railway in Kiangsi Province. 
Hanychping Coal and Iron Mining 
Corporation has- been placed under 
iis own control without being con- 
trolled by the Nanking Government, 
due} to the stout pretest lodged by 
the Japanese “Government. Japan is 
the largest creditor of that corpora- 

tion. ; \ 

The Japanese Government feared 
‘that, if the corporation were placed 
under 
ernment, its ¢redit relation to it 
would become more complicated than 
before and its credits might finally 
be disclaimed by the Nanking Gov- 
ernment. This had caused Japan to 
assufpe a strong attitude towards 
this question and has finally brought 
suecess. 

The Communications Bank loan is 
the most difficult of all other loan 
readjustment questions, according to 
Mr. Kimimori, Japan had proposed 
te the bank to: stop dividends to pay 
‘part of its outstanding interest to 
Japan, amounting to Y.1,680,000 in 
all, but has so far failed to get any: 
China claims it will reserve 
Y.5,000,000 accruing to it from the 
revised customs tariff to the re- 
adjustment of its old debts, he re- 
ported, but Japan has proposed to 
the bank that the amount should be 
deposited with either the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Banking Corporation 
or the Yokohama Specie Bank, he- 
cause money is liable to be used for 
War. 

The Nationalist Government is 
making. preparations for the opening 
of an international conference ‘with 


the object of carrying out readjust-| 


ment of China’s foreign . debts. 
Japan has credits amounting to 
Y¥.800,000,000 for .China. 

_ Japan is-expected to claim three 
important points regarding the col- 
leetion of leans. Japan will com- 
pletely secure the rights deeided at 
the Customs Tariff Conference. But 
Japan will not take any such “posi- 
tive” policy as to interfere with the 
financial’ and_ economic policies of the 
Nationalist Government. This coun- 
try will claim its rights on a fair 
principle. . ! 
_Leading_ private business corpora- 
tion in Japan such as the Mitsu, 
Mitsubishi, Okura and others which 
are ,credMbrs of. private loans to 
Chid& are also intending to readjust 
their loans. It *is projected that a 
company to readjust the loans be es- 
tablished and all business pretainine 
to this transferred to it. This com- 
pany will take over from all these 
companies their Chinese Government 
bonds for the purpose of readjusting 
the debts and in course of time the 
company intends to sell them to the 
Government, thereby letting ‘the Gov- 
ernment assume all responsibility. 


AUSTRALIAN TARIFF POLICY 


Addressing the Sydney Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Henry S. Gullett, 
Commonwealth Minister for Trade 
and Customs, said that Protection 
was not the only factor responsible 
for the abnormally high cost of liv- 
ing in Australia. The biggest pro- 
blem requiring tackling in the mat~- 
ter of excassive cost’ was that of 
iransport.' He subscribed to the 
view that there should be an over- 
hanl of the tariff from top to bot- 
tom, > 
No general overhaul could be un- 
dertaken by the overworked Tariff 
Board. Several separate ‘boards were 
required. The political barometer 
indicated stormy seas ahead. There- 
fore he could not promise immediate 
action. i

Lamport and Holt, Ltd.,, of Liver- 
pool, were not guilty of wrongful 
act or default, that Mr. Altfved 
Woods, registered ‘manager (who is 
also general manager of Messrs.

Having read the report of the

Court with the answers to the ques- 
tions and the Court's recommenda- 
tions, which covered 26 typewritten. 
foolscap sheets, Mr. Butler Aspinall 
proceeded to read an amexe to the 
report, which extended to 29 fool- 
scap typewritten sheets. In this, 
the Court said that according to 
Board of Trade requirements the 
“Vestris” was permitted to load to 
a dreft of 26 ft. 3% in. on a winter 
voyage, but the Court enme-to the 
conclusion that her draft when she 
sailed was approximately 27 ft. 
2% in. : 

“The Court.is of opinion that when 
the “Vestris” sailed she had 3,019 tons 
of coal on board. An attempt, not an 
ingenuous one, was made by Messra. 
Sanderson and Sons to establish that 
this figure was 250. tons in excess of 
what she in fact sailed with. This 
was supported by reasons 
which the Court thinks are inaccurate 
and unconvincing.” 

Dealing with the question of over- 
loading, the Court said there were five: 
definite cases of Messrs. Lamport and 
Holts ship’s. putting to sea-laden be- 
yond their marks;“in fact, probably 
there were more... It was‘said that ‘it 
was the practice.of shipmasters to 
pump cut water from the tanks on the 
way down the river. The Court does 
not believe this to have been the case.

‘one of stress and difficulty, and the 
'ship had a heavy list to starboard. 
jIt may be that the captain was unduly 
‘optimistic and still had reason for 
jthinking the ship might he saved. The 
lcaptain is not here to justify himself. 
; Notwithstanding all these considera- 
itions the Court thinks it was unwise to 
chave attempted to lower the weather 
boats. This opinion is fortified by 
the fact that only one of them survived, 


whereas six of the, lee beats and num- 
her fourteen, which. launched itself on 
the lee side as the ship sank, were sue- 
cessfully lowered, although they were 
not taken in hand until much later than 
the weather boats. The only boats 
on the lee side to be launched was 
number nine, which was upended in 
heing lowered and was thus swamped. 

“The Court thinks better use might 
have been made of the lee boats. It 
seems to the Court that had a strong 
jlead been giver many passengers 
might have been induced to go to the 
ilee side and get inte the boats by way 
_of the davits and falls. This observa- 
tion applies especially to the male pas- 
sengers. -It may be that when the cap- 
tain ordered the women and children 
to ke placed in the weather boats he 
did so as a precautionary measure, and 
expected that help would arrive before 
the ship foundered. _ 


3.0.8. Signal 


“The Court considers that the $.0.S. 
signal should have been sent out after 
the captain’s visit to the engine-room 
not later than 4 a.m. on Monday. The 
ship way then’ heavily listed, water in 
large quantities was continuing to get 
into her, and, according to the evid- 
ence; the captain and chief engineer 
were unable to inform themselves of 
[what was the cause of the trouble, 
i Had the message been sent out at. 4 
a.m., that is nearly six hours earlier 
than it was actually sent, more than 
one ship would almost certainly have 
arrived “on the” scene before the 
“Vestris” sank. Vessels coming to her 
assistance would have had daylight in 
which to find the ship or boats instead 
of having to search for the latter in 
the dark,” 

Mr. Butler Aspinall _ proceeded to 
read the general instructions to ship. 
masters given by Lamport and Holt. 
These instructions first set out that 
the first consideration of a 
jmust always be the safety of his ship 
and crew, and a second instruction said 
that a master in case of serious disas- 
ter “must. in the first instance careful- 
‘ty consider thé actual amount of the. 
peril there, may be for the lives of 
those under his charge and then judge 
whether he will be justified or not in 
fighting his own way unaided to the 
Nearest port. His being able to suc- 
ceed in this will always be considered 
a matter of high recommendation to 
him as 2 master.” 

Mr. Butler Aspinall stated: “The 
Court thinks that the latter part of 
this second instruction is highly un- 
desirable, The captain's decision to 
avail himself of the S. signal. should 
not be affected by any such considera- 
tions. The Court thinks it would be 
well if this instruetion was cancelled.” 

Finally Mr. Butler Aspinall dealt 
with the theory put forward on he- 
half of the owners that the listing 
and loss of the vessel was to be ac- 
counted for by the fracture of a_dis- 
charge pipe admitting water into- the 
vessel. He said the Court could not 
accept the theory. Z 

Question of Costs 

The reading of the report and the 
annex occupied about one and three- 
quarter hours, and the hearing of ap- 
plieations for ‘costs, which followed, 
occupied a further 45 minutes. 

Mr. Digby, K.C., for the relatives of 
the captain and first officer, and for 
the surviving deck officers, asked the 
Court to order:that their costs should 
be paid by the-Board of Trade. He 
said their conduct having been called 
‘into ‘question, it was proper that they 
should be made parties, to the inquiry. 
He submitted that the evidence called 
on their behalf was of assistance to 
the Court, and, therefore, it was equit- 
able and fair that their reasonable costs 
should be repaid by the Board of Trade. 

The Commissioner, — What .do you 
mean by reasonable? There should 
be_ ne extravagant costs. 

“Mr. Digby sgid he. thought no extra- 
vagance would be found. ~- . 

Sir Thomas Inskip, K.C., for the 
Board of Trade, said so far as the chief 
officer waa concerned he would leave the 
matter to the discretion of the Court, 
subject to one.or :twa ol rations.

Mr. Raeburn, K.C., said the position 
was similar to that of the deck officers, 
Mr. Stone was instructed by the Marine 
Engineers’ Asyociation, Ltd., and he 
presumed, therefore, that the‘ costs 
would not come out of the engineer 
officers’ own pockets. 

Mr. Stone said that was so, but the 
Marine Engineers Association was not 
a wealthy body. If costs. were not 
granted it would mean that officers who 
were not members.of an association 


would be debarred by considerations of | _ 


expense. from presenting their case. 
It would seriously cripple the work of 
the association on behalf of engineer 
officers if they had to pay the costs. 

Mr. Stilwell associated himself with 
Mr. Scanlan’s application.

HARBOUR 


PROPOSED 


; PRELIMINARY REPORT 

In the. course of preliminary réport 
on proposed harbour construction at 
Hoihow, Hainan Island, Major G. W. 
Oliveerona, Engineer-in-Chief, Kwang- 
tung Board of Conservancy, states:— 

At present the . transportation of 
goods is .asifollows: from ship into 
lighter, from lighter onto shore. Also 
after harbour improvements have been 
made, either according to- Leigh and 
Orange’s minor scheme or decording to 
the Netherlands Harbour Works' pro-

ness. 
Harbour Requirements 
Apparently the whole of Hainan 
Island ‘offers good possibilities for 
future development which for 
several reasons may be expected along 


somewhat different® lines .than in other |. 


parts of China. Thus, climatic eondi- 
tions and the fact that the island offers 
an abundance of virgin soil, indicate 
the existence of rich possibilities for 
the development of plantations on a 
grand seale. The island has also from 
a geographical point of view, a very 
favourable location, situated as itis on 
the main coastal shipping route, con- 
necting Hong Kong and other parts on 
the China coast with Haiphong, Saigon, 
Bangkok und Singapore. In spite of 
this the trade statistics of the island 
have for the last 20 years shown an in- 
crease of only 50 per eent., which, con- 
sidering the advance in prices of the 
various commodities during the same 
period, means little more than a stand 
still, It. is no exaggeration to say, 
that the non-appearance of any aetual 
development is, in the first hand, due 
to the lack of a preper harobur or har- 
bours, - 

In order to make possiblé future de- 
velopment the Istand of Hainan needs 
a harbour ‘or harbours, where ocean 
going vessels.can enter at any tide and 
in any. weather; but Hoihow is no such 
place. On the other hand, Hoihow is 
already established as a trading centre 
and cannot be left out of consideration. 
It seems, therefore; necessary to make 
a compromise, by which the interest of 
Hainan as a whole, arid that of Holhow 
locally, may be looked after. Such a 


To this [G. 


eompromise is suggested in the follow- 
ing propositions: the construction of a] 
harbour at a place where the natural 
conditions are as favourable as possible 
for the future development of a trade 
mart for the island; improvement of 
the arrangements for interchanging 
commodities. between Hoihow andthe 
sea. ‘ 

Before deciding on the place where a 
harbour should be located,;'a study of 
the present as well as of the f 
quirements for. harbour fae 
necessary, For this purpose the island 
may-conveniently be divided into three 
sections: the north-eastern section the 
north-western seetion and the southern 
section. The last section is in o na- 
tural way separated from the former 
two by a range of high mountains, The 
two first mentioned sections are dis- 
‘tinetly diferent from each other as to 
the stage of the present development, 
future possibilities, progress in popula- 
tion, ete. i 

The north-eastern section of the 
island is at present the one most de- 
veloped and most populated, dominated 
by Hothow as its centre of trade. So 
tar, practieally all-the external trade 
of the island ,is concentrated in 
Heihow,. 


SALVAGE SERVICE CLAIM 


In the Admiralty Division recently 
before Mr, Justice’ Hill and Trinity 
Masters the owners, master and crew 
of the-Liverpcol ss. “Dafila” were 
awarded £3,000 for salvage services 
rendered to the Newcastle-on-Tyne 
steamship “Lockwel!” in the English 
Channel on May 5 last. The de- 
fendants made an offer of £750, which 
was refused. The “Dafila’ was of 


1,904 tons gross and was only 18 
months old, while the “Lockwell” was 
on her first voyage. The “Dafila” 
was on a voyage from Amsterdam to 
Manchester with a general cargo 
valued at £32,868, her own value be-. 
ing £50,500. She came up with the 
“Lockwell,’ which was flying an out- 
or-control signal, some miles off Sti 
Catherine's Point, having lost her 
propeller. The. weather was rough, 
but plaintiffs, by launching their life- 
boat, got a rope on board and even- 
tually made two wire hawsers fast 
and towed the “Loekwell” —to—South- 
ampton. It was eontended that the 
“Lockwell” was in danger of drifting 
on to @ lee shore and betoming a total 
loss. The defendants alleged that 
the salvor ran*no risk, and that once 
round the Needles. the. towage was 
simple and in the smooth waters of 
the Solent. ~ It was denied that the 
-“Leckwell” was ever in danger of 
drifting ashore, as she - could have 
anchored in Freshwater. Bay. The 
value-of the “Lockwell” was stated to 
be £34,500. His lordship apportion- 
ed. the amount’ as follows: Owners 
£2,000;"master £300;.crew -£500., The 
-mate and men who had- ‘manned:the 
lifeboat to have double shares. /

PROPOSED AMERICAN LINERS 


b : 

The United States Line, which |- 
recently. purchased the best of the 
passenger vessels of the U.S. Shipping 
Board, are losing no time in fulfilling | 
their promise to build giant express ! 
liners to run alongside the “Leviathan.” ! 
They will be laid down in February at 
the latest, and there is already great 
natural speculation in’ shipping circles ; 
as to what their details will be. There 
is talk of a ship of 45,000 tons load 
displacement with a speed of 33 knots, 
but when naval architects come to 
examine this scheme it would appear 
that these figures wil] mean far 
lighter scantlings for the hull than 
would be advisable for North Atlantic 
work. This is providing, of course, 
that the American engineers have not 
a big surprise up their sleeves in the 
way of rejuced mathinery weights 
and fuel consumption.

seme moncy which Lam Chan was 
carrying. They then ran away. 
Frightened by the sudden appearance 
off the two men, Lam Chan's sister 
bolted. She returned later to find that 
her brother was dead. The fugitive 

was arrested in Hong Kong om August 
£2, . ‘ 

Evidence was then taken, the wit- 
nesses including the Chinese constable 
who arrested the fugitive in Hong 
Kong, and Lam Chan's sister. 

The case was adjourned.

RAILWAY MISHAP 


THE 


PASSENGERS SAFE 


The Canton express, which left : 
Kowloon at 3.20 p.m., yesterday, met 
with a curious accident after it had 
travelled a short distance. 

The train, comprising nine car- 
riages, left from the No. 2 piatform, 
and had not -yet gathered speed when 
nearing the level crossing gate by 
Holt’s Wharf, some of the carriages 
were observed to be swaying, and he- 
came derailed. 

The second carriage from the en- 
gine was the first to leave the line and 
bumped about 20 yards along the sleep- 
ers before it became unshuckled and 
came’ to rest across the intervening 
space between the two sets of tracks. 

But for the fact that the train was 
not travelling st any appreciable 
speed, the damage would have been 
very serious. No one was injured, al- 
though all the passengers had an an- 
xious time anda shaking. Some who 
were in the sécond carriage were 
thrown from their seats as the vehicle 
bumped over the sleepers. They ex- 
pected the worst at any moment, a5 the 
carriage was lialbe to topple over. 
Their yelief can be imagined when it 
finally came to a halt on its wheels. 

Improvised Service 

A good length of rails was pulled 
from the “chairs,” and this caused the 
following coaches to leave the track 
also, The rails were strung out across 
the Station entrance, and ‘incoming 
trains were unable te reach the plat- 
forms. Passengers had to disembark 
beyond the level crossing, and the ser- 
viec was kept up to schedule by run- 
ning trains to and from. this point. 
This system will obtain until'the tracks 
have been cleared and the damaged 
section of the rails repaired: - 

It is understood that some difficulty 
will be experienced in clearing the

A PAGE OF HISTORY 
The, Treaty of 1904 between Chile 
and Bolivia was arranged 21 years 
aiter the conclusion of hostilities in the 
War ofthe Pacific, when minds had he- 
come tranquil and both countries acted 


with completely untrammeiled freedom | 


of will, The settlement of the Treaty 
was reevived not only in Chile but in 
Bolivia with unmistakable signs of 
sincere rejoieing,: 

The transfer of the Bolivian coast- 
line to Chile was: freely agreed to: by 
Bolivia, and was a natural conse. 
quence called for. by the unbroken con-. 
tinuation of Chilean territory, which, 
after the war, was necessarily and 
legitimately’ extended to the -Pernvian 
coastline in the north, 

This transfer was stipulated in ex- 
change for numerous compensations 
offered by Chile to Bolivia, which have 
been completed and fulfilled in aH and 
every one of their parts. 

The various European nations left by 
the Treaty. of Versailles without any 
exit to the sea, did- not secure, ‘ten 
years ago, advantages similar to those 
which Chile spontaneously concerted 
with Bolivia a quarter of a century ago. 


The Ports of Chile 

Bolivin enjoys free exit to the sea 
for all her produets through all the 
ports of Chile. “The Republic of Chile 
recognises in favour of Bolivia and in 
perpetuity the free and: fullest right of 
commercial. transport through its ter- 
tory and porte on the Pacific” 
(Article VI. of the Treaty of - October 
20, 1904, signed by Chile and Bolivia). 

Minerals, agricultural products, 
manufactures and raw materials, goods 
and persons in Bolivia enjoy free and 
effective access to the Pacific Ocean, on 
&n equality with Chileans, and through 
every port in Chile. 

Since the Treaty of 1904 has thrown 
into: relief factors of. unmistakable pros- 
perity, production in Bolivia is richer 
and mote abundant, the outlet for her 
products to the ocean is much simpler, 
more convenient and cheaper than be- 
fore the Treaty, and, in facts, Bolivia 
has access to the Pacific Ocean for all

BISHOP'S DEFENCE OF ITs 
USE 


Considerable surprise has been 
pecasioned in Leeds by the an- 
nouncement that the Rev. H. J. C. 
Matthews has withdrawn his ac- 
ceptance of the living. of St. 
Adrian’s Leeds. ~ 

Mr. Matthews, who is at present 
Vicar of Tividale, Tipton, Staffs, 
states that his reason for this deci- 
Sion is that the Bishop of Ripon 
demands that he should make a 
further promise that he woutd 
agree to accept the 1928 Prayer- 
book as binding. 

The Bishop of Ripon recently 
stated that he had acted throughout 
with the knowledge and approval 
of the Vicar of Leeds -ag patron, 
and might later, if it seemed 
advisable, issue his own’ statement 
of the facts. 

Meanwhile his lordship said he 
would call the attention of those 
interested to what he has written 
in the Ripon “Diocesan Gazette” on} 
the subject of the: resolutions 
adopted by thé Convocationa of 
July 10 and 11. 

In the Diocesan letter referred to 
the Bishop of Ripon says that the 
Bishops’ action in’ July was only 
the necessary logical completion of 
what was begun in September, 
1928. He further comments on this 
as. follows:— : . 

It will be necessary in due 
course for each Bishop to act on 
the Prayer-book resolutiong by 
issuing instructions for the guid- 
ance of incumbents who desire to 
use-the “alterations and deviations” 
from the book 6f 1662 provided for.

A Tip 

Obviously, then, the tip is to 
seek some competently, efficiently- 
staffed local garage. equipped with 
modern cear-washing plant.. and 
come to an arrangement -with its 
proprietors or managers for the re- 
gular, systematic performance of 
this admittedly exacting and 
laborious job. There is 
difference between a goo 
polish and the other ki 
is between a good mek 
other kind. 

The essentials .of 
which is satisfactory 
simple, but very few am 
matter how gifted:in other matters, 
can wash and polish a car as well 
as.can’a Man who does nothing but 
wash and polish ears al] his work- 
ing hours, and thus washing is- one 
more of the little things to do with 
motoring which are best entrusted 
to professionals—always provided 
that they are.contrelled and super- 
vised by people who know how a3 
car should be washed and polished, 
should be turned out to look its best 
and smartest. 

When. as is so frequently the 
case, a car has been standing, or 


jeven travelling, in strong sunshine 


all day, it should be allowed to cool- 
off before it is washed. The cellu- 
lose lacquers now used almost. ex- 
clusively upon metal panelled body 
work do not perhaps react to heat 
to the sume degree as do the old- 
style coach painter’s “finishes”, but 
they suffe by being douched with 
cold water while they and the 
panelling beneath them are still hot 
from the sun's rays. 


Cooling Down 


Fabric-covered. coachwork simply 
must be allowed to cool down be- 
foré it is hosed, because the ex- 
pansion under heat of the leather- 
finish on the textile material, and 
the simultaneous shrinkage of the 
carivas itself; produce cracking, or 
at least blistering, which can never 
be ‘rectified satisfactorily. 


For those who are unable to take 
advantage of the service of profes- 
sional cleaners, we append.a few 
hints which- may make all the 
difference between cleaning and 
spoiling a ear. 

If. possible use a hose to flush 
the car instead of a pail of water 
and sponge. Play the stream of 
water, though not too strong, on 
dusty or muddy parts until the dirt 
softens up and washes off. 

After flushing with the hose and 
removing dirt spots from radiator, 
hoods, guards, and body, take a 
pailful of ‘ater and go over the 
chassis and wheels, removing. all 
grease 4.1 dirt in this manner. 
Use soap if necessary. After wash- 
ing the chassis and wheels with 
soap and water, immediately flush 
with cold water. Do not let the 
soap dry, causing streaks and spots. 


The Radiators 


Take another pailful of clean, 
cold water and with chamois 
polish the radiators, hood, guards 
and body. Don’t use this chamois 
for polishing the. chassis. After 
the foregoing, take another Biece of 
chamois and. polish. the chassis. 
only. Remember to change the 
water in the pail frequently, using 
clean water at all times. - Ringe and 
wring the. chamois-often so-that'no 
grit or dirt can scratch the polish- 
ed surfaces. a 

After washing the engine take 
care’ to dry’ electric’ connections 
thoroughly as-wet connections are 
apt to Cause a short’ circuit and

SPECIAL BRAKE-TESTING 

: .PLANT | . 

It is. probable that-no device yet 
known contributes’ towards the 
safety of mototing~as much as one 
which has recently heen installed at 
the factory of*the Hillman Motor 
Car Co.,, Ltd., of Coventry, This 
consists of a brake-testing plant 
which is now-in operation at the 
endtof the finishing line, . 

“Every motorist,” says “Modern 
Motoring,” the’ official organ of 
Rootes. Ltd., the world exporters of 
Hillman cars, “appreciates the 
danger of ill-adjusted brakes, but 
accurate adjustment is not easy tw 
accomplish by hand. In fact, - it 
is told of this new brake test that 
when a car, the brake of which had 
been carefully adjusted by hand, 
was placed on it, it recorded a 
difference of 100 lb. pressure on the 
two rear wheels. This, of course, 
would be more than enough to cause 
a skid with certain road condi- 
tions.” - 

All such possibilities are pre- 
vented by the. new test at the Hill- 
man works, which is, incidentally, 
the first of ita kind to be employed 
by a British “moter-car manu- 
facturer. At the erd of the 
finishing line, the car is placed on 
the braking plant, with each wheel 
in contact with, a pair. of rollers: 
These rollers are revolved under 
electric power, and the car wheels, 
of course, -turn with them. | 

Each of the four devices has a 
dial, which records brake pressure 
in pounds. First there is a teat for 
“drag”; then the hand-brake is 
applied, and the brakes are adjusted 
so that there is exactly 300 Ib. 
pressure on each of the rear wheels. 
The foot-brake pedal is ‘operated by 
a graduated rod and, in the same 
way, adjustments are made so that 
each front brake records 400 Jb. 
and each rear brake 200 Ib. 

The whole test cecupies some 17 
minutes and at its conclusion the 
brakes have been thoroughly bedded 
down and - adjusted to scientific 
requirements: - The superiority. of 
this to the hit-or-miss methods of 
hand adjustment jis obvious, The 
Hillman Company. is to be con 
gratulated on being the first Bri- 


tish concern to install this ~some- | 


what expensive apparatus,- and to 
pass on its bénefit to Hillman | 
owners in the form of even increas- 
ed safety. 


SAFETY MEASURES 


ROAD PASSENGER 
“VEHICLES =~ 

It is.perhaps more by good for- 
tune than anything else that the 
very rapid development in road 
passenger transport has not been 
accompanied by a greater number 
of serious accidents. Such as have 
oceurred, however, have served to 
draw attention to the necessity for 
the provision of really adequate 
brakes onthe vehicles employed, 
and to the ‘further necessity. for 
door-handling apparatus which will 
operate effectively in all cir- 
cumstances. : 

While there are many highly 
efficient braking systems on the 
market, it need not be assumed that 
further progress’ in this direction 
is impossible, but it is mainly in 
the means employed for opening 
and closing the doors that road 
transport vehicles compare  un- 
favoursblly with that say, adopted 
on the underground railways. The 
latter have had the advantage of 
gradual development over a com- 
paratively long period, in which de- 
fective design has been eliminated 
by trial and errer, and it is dis-
